"country, can fail to define their crime as. 


piracy, punishable by death. The Govern- 
ment, if it has the seli-respeet which we 
look for in the authority that overlooks 
the well-being of thirty millions of men, 
cannot interfere in their behalf. Clemency 
in euch a case would be an evidence of 
weakness that the whole people would 
regret. We see no loop-hole of escape. 
The position assumed by the Administra- 
tion in its solemn declarations to our ewn 
countrymen and to foreign powers, has, so 
far as it is concerned, decided their fate, 


~ and the demands of justice are seconded 


by the twenty millions of the North, who 
are aiding te put the rebellion down.

The readers of the TRIBUNE need not 
be told that we look upon paper currency 
of all sorts with great distrust. Under 
any system, no matter by whom devised 
_ or guarded, or by whom managed, banks 
of issue seem to us to be evils that are 
never balanced by the benefits, if any, 
which they are said to confer; and we 
shall be glad when the day comes in which 
the people attain that correct knowledge, 
of finance and commerce which wil! impel 
them to use, in the transaction of their ev- 
ery day affairs, nothing but gold and silver. 
VUatil that time arrives, we must be con- 
tent to urge upon them the minor reforms, 
which, without striking at the root of the 
gigantic evil that overspreads and impov- 
erishes the land, will do much toward say- 
ing the classes now most exposel, from 
the injury that paper money, as at present 
issued, cannot fail todo them. There is

adopted now-—we mean that which will 
@rive out of circulation all the bank notes 
of a denomination less than twenty dol- 
lars, and reduce the minor transactions of

lars; of three per cent. upon all between 
twenty and fifty dollars, and of one per 
cent. upon all over fifty. This tax to be 
levied and collected by State officials, and 
under such regulations and penalties as 
will expose to severe punishment thosé 
who seck by apy means to avoid its pay- 


ment. That Congress has power under 
the Constitution to levy such a taxis as 


clear that we have any Government at all ; 


and that it isthe imperative duty of that 
body to do so and to make the men, who 
are drawing interest upon what they owe, 
bear a part of the burdens of the 
present time, seems tous to be beyond 
dispute. Itis proposed to amend the free 
list, fo tax still more heavily, tea, coffee, 
sugar, salt and other articles of luxury and 
necessity as well among the poor as among 
the rieh. Doubtless those mainly interest- 
ed would submit to the imposition without 
amurmur; butthey will not regard the 
exemption of the men who are living 
upon their earnings and ours, with any 
complacency whatever. They will de- 
mand that the burdens of the war be equal- 
ly and impartially distributed. 


We have neither the space nor the in- 


clination, to-day, to discuss at length the 
effect of the tax levy that we propose, 
Suffice it to know that no bank undersuch 
an imposition conld do a profitable busi- 
ness by the issue of small notes; that the 
tax upon those of a larger denomination 
' would operate as a constant check upon 
their too free use; that a greater part of the 
rags of the nominal value of one dollar, 
two, three, five or ten dollars, being thus 
drawn out, coin would reappear, and want 
and ruin like that with which Illinois and 
Wisconsin are threatened in consequence 
of the withdrawal of the precious metals, 
would thereafter be impossible. 


Among the many projects which will be 


urged upon the Secretary of the Treasury 
for raising sufficient revenue, gnd for 
making the burdens of the war as light as 
possible upon the people, we beg him to 
consider this one which we urge. He 
knows the real meaning and true value of 
paper money, the mischief which ita use 
has wrought, and the lorses and want that 
it may yet entail; and he will not, we 
hope, lose this oppértunity to put a eurb 
upon these who gather unearned wealth 
by ite manufacture.

The great duty of Congress, then, ia to 
devise methods for procuring money. The 
war will be conducted by the administra- 
tion, op a scaje exacily im proportion to the 
means placed at its disposal. After pro- 
viding for the ordinary expenses of rov- 
ernment, two regimepta, averaging 800 | 
men each, can be kept in the field for every 
million of dollars of gold which Congress 
will place in the Treasury. One handred- 
millions will suppors 160,000 soldiers, 
Three hundred millions will maintain in 
the field and fortress, and oa ship-board, 
half a million of fighting men one year. 

If it be in the power of Congress to raise | 
three hundred millions, the war will be 
ever within a year. If half that sum be 
raised, it may drag along two years, and if 
& quarter, ten years, A certain number of 
men is necessary to keep the rebels on the 
defensive and south of Mason & Dixon. 
Every additional! regiment will add to the 
apeed of their retrogade meiion.
